Dominican Republic's Supreme Court of Justice 
Rules in Favor of CAEI 

March 30, 2010 (SANTO DOMINGO, DOMINICAN REPUBLIC) — The Labor Chamber 
of the Supreme Court of Justice of the Dominican Republic ruled in favor today of CAEI 
regarding litigation brought against the company's Cristobal Colon sugar mill surrounding labor 
contracts. The decision, made by the highest court in the Dominican Republic, ratified the ruling 
of a lower court, the Labor Appeal Court in San Pedro de Macon's, noting that the appeal brought 
by plaintiffs was rejected because the argument was lacking in legal basis. 

In making its ruling, the Supreme Court upheld the arguments contained in the Labor Court 
ruling that dismissed the case for lack of legal basis, distortion of the facts and violation of the 
basic principles of the country's Labor Code. The Labor Code states that "the work is not that 
which is described in writing, but that which is in fact carried out." The ruling also stated that 
"any agreement to the contrary entered into by the parties with the object of simulating 
something other than the facts, constitutes fraud to the labor code, whether through the 
appearance of non-labor contractual norms, imposition of people or any other means."

ARCHAEOLOGICAL FINDINGS UNCOVERED DURING PANAMA 
CANAL EXPANSION PROJECT 



PANAMA CANAL AUTHORITY PRESERVES FINDINGS AS EXPANSION 

CONTINUES 



PANAMA CITY, Panama, March XX, 2011- Archaeologists and paleontologists working as part of the 
Panama Canal expansion project are finding that working for the future leads to fascinating looks into the 
past. 

As the historic expansion project forges on, artifacts that provide insight on Panama's rich history are 
discovered and preserved. 

Meticulous care is taken by the Panama Canal Authority (ACP) to ensure that any artifact found during 
expansion is properly documented and cared for. 

"It is our responsibility to protect all historical findings at the Canal expansion," said XXXX, xxxxx of the 
ACP. "When an artifact is found, our priority is to ensure that the area surrounding it is secured and 
protected." 

The Environmental Management and Surveillance department of the ACP, led by X, works with certified 
archeologists and paleontologists on the recovery and protection of archeological, historic, or 
paleontological findings. 

Artifacts found at the expansion site have been conserved and are now part of the Reina Torres de Arauz 
Anthropologic Museum and Inter-Oceanic Canal Museum. 

Among the uncovered artifacts are 

• Seven stone covered barricades, discovered in an area known as Sierra Hill. Built between 1912 
and 1913, archeologists have determined that they formed part of the first land-based plan to defend 
the Panama Canal. 

• An incinerator chimney, weighing in at more than two tons. Built in 1908, archeologists believe it 
was used as a sanitary measure, due to yellow fever and malaria outbreaks at the time. 

• The metallic cannon and part of the lock and trigger from a rifle used by the U.S. Army during 
WWI, recovered at the site of the fourth phase of the dry excavation project. 

• A 400-year-old dagger, measuring 34.6 centimeters from the tip of the blade to the tip of the handle 
and made of steel and iron. Panamanian archeologists and experts from the United States and 
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England have identified the rifle as a blocking dagger, used along with a sword for personal defense 
duel or fencing. 

Expansion of the Panama Canal, expected to be completed in 2014, will build a new lane of traffic along 
the through the construction of a new set of locks, doubling the capacity and allowing for the transit of 
longer, wider ships.

CASCADAS REACH IN CULEBRA CUT

addition to its dredging fleet after a 17-day trip from the Netherlands. The QUIBIAN /, named after a 15 th 
century indigenous Panamanian leader, joins existing cutter suction dredge Mindi, which has been in 
operation since 1942.

Construction on the QUIBIAN I began in November 2009 at the Sliedrecht Shipyard in the Netherlands, 
with the keel laying occurring on March 4, 2010. 

With the ability to dredge to a depth of 25 meters, the QUIBIAN I, whose name signifies resolution and 
unity, will continue to be used on modernization projects after the completion of the expansion.

PANAMA CITY, Panama, April 27, 2011 - The Panama Canal Authority (ACP) has awarded a $43 million 
contract to Dutch company IHC Engineering Business Ltd., a part of IHC Merwede Group, for the design 
and construction of a new backhoe dredge. 

The addition of this new dredge to the ACP's existing fleet in December 2012 will increase the ACP's 
ability to effectively dredge as part of the Expansion Program and future maintenance projects. 

IHC Engineering Business Ltd. will be responsible for the design, construction, tests and delivery of the 
hydraulic backhoe dredge. The dredge, powered by diesel engines, will have the capacity to dredge to a 
depth of 18 meters underwater with a bucket of at least 11 cubic meters. 

Five other companies participated in the public international bid, which was open from September 2, 2010 
to March 28, 201 1 : Shanghai Zhenhua Heavy Industries Co., Ltd.; De Donge Shipbuilding; Heli 
Steelstrong LLC; Qinhuangdao China Harbour Shipbuilding Industry Co., Ltd. and Holland Shipyards BV, 

The dredge will be built with state-of-the-art equipment, enhancing its performance and increasing 
efficiency. 

Expansion will build a new lane of traffic along the Panama Canal through the construction of a new set of 
locks, doubling the capacity and allowing for the transit of longer, wider ships. 

Earlier this month, the ACP welcomed the QUIBIAN I, a cutter-suction dredge also built by IHC Beaver 
Dredgers, as part of a contract awarded in 2008. In addition to the QUIBIAN I, the ACP Dredging Division 
consists of two other dredges - Mindi and Rialto M. Christensen - and two drill barges, Saruand Thor.

WITH SOY TRANSPORTATION COALITION 

GROUPS WILL COLLABORATE TO PROMOTE BENEFITS OF CANAL EXPANSION 



Washington, D.C., May 10, 201 1 - Panama Canal Authority (ACP) Administrator/CEO Alberto Aleman 
Zubieta and Soy Transportation Coalition (STC) Chairman Ed Ulch signed a Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) to foster the growth of global commerce. 

During a luncheon sponsored by the STC in Washington, D.C. on Monday, both parties affirmed their 
commitment to mutual growth and cooperation. The objectives of this agreement are to undertake joint 
marketing efforts, data exchange to forecast future trade flows and market trends, and the sharing of 
information related to modernization and improvement projects. 

The STC, comprised of nine state soybean boards, advocate for the improvement of transportation 
means for shippers of U.S. soybeans and soybean products. 

U.S. grain exports are a major commodity trade for the Panama Canal. These cargoes are key to the 
strong performance of dry bulk transits through the waterway. According to the STC, in 2010 soybeans 
were the most transited U.S. agricultural commodity through the Panama Canal. 

"We appreciate the Soy Transportation Coalition reaching out to us for this Memorandum of 
Understanding. We welcome partnerships and engagements from organizations and industries that 
benefit from the services of the Panama Canal," said Mr. Aleman Zubieta. 

During fiscal year 2010, grain movements totaled 40.4 million long tons, primarily from the U.S. Gulf of 
Mexico to Asia. Furthermore, soybean cargoes reached a record 15.5 million long tons (560 million 
bushels), which amounted to 38 percent of total grain cargoes. 

"We must prioritize investments to U.S. infrastructure so our agricultural exports can benefit from the 
expansion of the Panama Canal," said Mr. Ulch. 

Once completed in 2014, the expanded Panama Canal will have a new lane of traffic, doubling capacity 
and allowing for the transit of longer and wider ships, also known as post-Panamax.

"As we move closer to the completion of our expansion plans, forging partnerships with U.S. ports along 
the Eastern Seaboard of the United States is a priority for the Canal. Over the past eight years, we have 
developed an alliance with the SCPA that strengthens our ties, and enables us to pursue mutually 
beneficial joint activities," said ACP Administrator/CEO Alberto Aleman Zubieta. 

Areas of cooperation between the ACP and the SCPA include, among others, information-sharing, joint 
marketing efforts, exchange of data, capital improvement plans, training and technology. This partnership 
also will continue to promote the "All-Water Route," the route from Asia to the U.S. East Coast via the 
Panama Canal. 

Moreover, as the expansion of the waterway - with its expected 201 4 completion - directs deeper, wider 
ships to the U.S. East Coast, the Port of Charleston is in a unique position to benefit. Charleston currently 
has the deepest harbor in the region and is already handling large ships with a capacity greater than 
8,000 TEUs with drafts of up to 48 feet. 

"We have enjoyed the mutual return on our partnership with the Panama Canal," said SCPA President 
and CEO James I. Newsome, III. "We are confident in the ACP's vision, leadership and ability to 
successfully oversee the expansion project and eagerly await the anticipated growth that will result from 
an expanded Canal." 

To accommodate that expected growth, the Port of Charleston is investing heavily in its facilities with a 
10-year, $1.3 billion capital plan. Included in the plan are major upgrades to existing facilities and the 
construction of a new terminal that will boost port capacity by 50 percent. Simultaneously, business is on 
the rise, with a 17 percent increase in Charleston container volume in 2010. 

And the Canal's expansion remains on track following the recent commencement of the permanent 
concrete work for the new Atlantic side locks.

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MAJOR MILESTONE FOR PANAMA CANAL EXPANSION: 
PERMANENT CONCRETE WORK BEGINS 



PANAMA CITY, Panama, July 26, 2011 - In yet another major milestone for the Panama Canal 
Expansion Program, permanent concrete work for the Atlantic and Pacific new set of locks recently began 
- marking one of the most important phases of the construction. 

Last March, the contractor, Grupo Unidos por ei Canal S.A. (GUPCSA), in charge of this project, started 
pouring lean concrete at both lock sites to level the surface in preparation for the permanent concrete 
work. 

This month, GUPCSA poured structural marine concrete to shape the floor of the upper chamber in 
Gatun, on the Atlantic side. The concrete was poured into specialized industrial formwork that included a 
significant amount of rebar (steel bars or rods used to reinforce concrete), to ultimately shape the 100 
cubic meter blocks that make up the lock floor. 

The concrete mix, designed to guarantee a minimum service life of 100 years of operation to the 
waterway, was transported to the site using agitator trucks lined with insulating material to ensure a 
maximum temperature of 12 degrees centigrade at the moment of the pouring. Fifteen of these truckloads 
are required to pour each one of the blocks. 

On the Pacific side, concrete pouring activities also began with the construction of the pit for the first of 
three lock crossunders or tunnels. Through these crossunders, trays and pipes will carry communication 
and electricity wires, drinking water pipelines and other components needed to operate the lock complex. 
Of note, each set of locks will have three crossunders. 

Each of the pits is built by stacking 16 blocks made of structural concrete and rebar. Twelve trucks, with 
capacity to carry 8 cubic meters of concrete, are required to pour each of the blocks. The pits, at a height 
comparable to that of a 10-story building, will include a series of steps and an elevator that will enable 
access to the crossunder. Once completed, the crossunders will allow maintenance personnel to conduct 
their tasks in a safe environment. 

The work at both construction sites took place under the oversight of Panama Canal Authority personnel. 
In its entirety, the new set of locks will require 4.8 million cubic meters of concrete.

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The GPA is working toward a large-scale effort to deepen the Savannah River from 42 feet to as much as 
48 feet. The Savannah Harbor Expansion Project (SHEP) will allow deeper draft ships to call on the port. 

Previously, the GPA released an Environmental Impact Study by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers last 
November. Currently, the study is in the public comment stage and scheduled for final approval next year. 
Based on existing forecasts, construction on the SHEP will be undertaken from 2012 to 2016.
